OF MID-SEASON 


Marigolds, Zinnias, 
Cosmos and Asters 
Keep Flowers.

In the New York Herald-Tribune 
A fter th e first few light 
frosts 
th e re is usually fine w eath er before 
th e final killing frost. 
D uring this 
period th e garden Is frequently more 
colorful th a n a t any o th er season, 
for the fall coloring of the trees and 
shrubs m ake a gorgeous background 
for th e flowers in th e border. M ore­ 
over, th e know ledge th a t th e flower 
display for th e year will soon be over 
m akes th e en jo y m en t of th e O ctober 
garden doubly keen. 
T he hybrid te a roses often give a 
display in 
O ctober to rival 
th e ir 
Ju n e bloom. 
T h e Septem ber 
a n ­ 
nuals—M arigolds. Z innias, Cosmos, 
an d A sters—co n tin u e to bloom until 
killed by h a rd frosts. 
T he M exican 
Sunflow er or G olden Flow er of the 
Incas (T ith o n ia speciosa) although 
not a new p la n t in gardens, h as re­ 
cently com e to th e forefront. 
As 
th e p lan t grows very tall, as h igh as 
six feet, an d is coarse in a p p e ar­ 
ance, it Ls su ited only for p lanting 
in th e 
back of 
wide borders 
or 
am ong shrubs. 
T h e flowers of a 
dazzling orange color fit beautifully 
Into th e fall color schem e. T h e flow­ 
ers are stu n n in g in large arra n g e ­ 
m ents w ith o th e r 
flowers o r w ith 
a u tu m n leaves. 
Mexican Sunflower Must Be Staked 
P lan ts of th e M exican Sunflow er 
m ay easily 
be grow n from 
seed 
sown in a coldfram e or in th e open 
ground a fte r th e w eath er h as be­ 
com e settled. 
I t is im p o rta n t to 
stake th e 
p la n ts 
firm ly 
as 
they 
are ra th e r to p h eav y and it Ls dis­ 
appointed to find th e m blown to th e 
ground d uring a storm . 
M ost of th e h ard y asters o r M i­ 
chaelm as daisies a re a t th e ir best 
during Septem ber, b u t continue in ­ 
to O ctober. 
T h e T a rta ria n aster 
(A ster 
ta rta ric u s) 
however, 
does 
n o t come in to bloom until la te Oc­ 
tober. 
T all a n d ra n k in grow th, it 
is a fitting com panion for th e M ex­ 
ican sunflow er. 
T h e typical starry 
aster flowers a re of a bluish violet 
color. 


A fter m ast of th e other hard y 


asters hav e faded th e variety B u r­ 
bank's C harm ing is a real delight. 
Although it is very delicate in a p ­ 
pearance, it is very resistan t to frost 
and is one of th e very last p lan ts 
to bloom in th e garden. The flowers 
are not large, but are produced in 
great profusion on long, drooping 
sprays on sturdy, branching plants, 
four to five feet high. 
T he general 
effect of th e plan t Is of a m ass of 
feathery plum es of so ft blush pink. 
G ardeners will find th e aster, B u r­ 
bank's C harm ing a decided 
ad d i­ 
tion to th e garden. 
A nother aster, th e Japanese sp e­ 
cies 
know n 
as 
M auve 
C ushion, 
blooms u n til h ard frost. 
It form s a 
lound, cushion-like plant, eighteen 
inches acrass and b u t nine inches 
high, com pletely covered w ith soft 
m auve daisies an inch and a q u a r­ 
ter in diam eter. 
I t is a charm ing 
subject for th e fro n t of the border, 
or for la te bloom in th e rock g a r­ 
den. 
If O ctober is gentle, and they are 
planted in a protected place, th e 
Japanese A nem eones (Anem one J a ­ 
ponica) w ill bloom fa r into O cto­ 
ber, delighting us w ith th e ir blos­ 
soms of springtim e loveliness. 
In 
a 
partly 
shaded 
place 
W ilson’s 
M onkshood 
(A conitum 
W ilsoni) 
opens its m auve-hooded blossom s 
and th e B ugbane (C im icifuga slm 
plex) re a rs its w hite spikes. 
B ut th e chrysanthem um is th e 
favorite fo r th e O ctober 
garden 
For profusion of bloom it ca n n o t 
be surpassed, and th e re are so m any 
types an d colors to give 
variety 
Som e ch ry san th em u m s are notable 
for th e ir fro st resistance. T he A rc- 
t ic 
daisy (chrysanthem um 
a rc ti- 
cum ) is a desirable p la n t for late 
bloom in th e rock garden. 
P ure 
w hite daisies two to tw o and a half 
inches 
acrass 
cover 
rosette-like 
clum ps e ig h t to ten inches high. As 
it com es from 
A laska, it is abso 
lately h a rd y w ithout protection in 
N orthern gardens. 
A nother O ctober-flowering ch ry s­ 
an th em u m not so well know n 
is 
ch ry san th em u m 
m orifolium . 
T he 
p la n t 
is 
bushy 
w ith 
drooping 
branches covered w ith pink daisies 
an inch across. 
Because 
of 
its 
c-rooping m a n n er of grow th, it 
Is 
ideal for p lan tin g on banks a t the 
top of a w all or in th e large rock 
garden. 
Korean Daisy for the Border 
T he K o rean 
daisy (ch ry san th e­ 
m um coreanum ) it n o t unlike th e 
A rctic daisy, but grows as h igh as 
tw o feet a n d is m ore suited to bor­ 
der planting. 
T he flowers becom e 
tin ted w ith pink w hen touched by 
frost. 
F rom th is p la n t originated 


th e K orean hybrids w hich are h o ld ­ 
ing a n increasingly im p o rta n t place 
am ong 
garden 
chrysanthem um s. 
T h e flowers of m ost of th em are 
daisy-like an d gracefully carried on 
long stem s fine for cutting. 
Every 
color from pure w hite an d soft pink 
to deepest red and bronze Is foijnd 
am ong them . 
F o r those who prefer th e double 
ch ry san th em u m s th e re are th e dec­ 
o rativ e types such as F ran ces W h it­ 
tlesey, deep garnet; 
O ctober G irl, 
clear rose-pink; R u th C um m ings, 
rich reddish 
bronze, 
an d 
o th e rs 
w hich are 
equally fro st-resista n t. 
TTiere are also th e large-flow ered 
pom poins
